The Vatican said m a terse 
statement that the two sides 
had discussed "the exercise 
of the rights to religious free¬ 
dom, life and conscientious 
obj ection" — a reference to 
Obama's Affordable Care Act

States, following a Supreme 
Court challenge against the 
law by Christian employers 
which is exp ected to lead to a 
ruling m June

Artificial hearts can be a temporary fix 


Autism rates jump again, 
affecting 1 in 68 children 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
artificial heart may help pa¬ 
tients survive while awaiting 
a heart transplant, although 
the devices remain risky ID 
years after they were ap¬ 
proved, according to a US 
study Thursday. 

Researchers followed 22 
patients with end-stage heart 
failure over the course of two 
months, to see how they re¬ 
sponded to implantation with 
a Syncardia total artifiaal 
heart the only such device that 
is approved by the US Food 
and Drug Administration. 

By the end of the 60 day 
period, five of the patients 
had died, said the research 
presented at the American 
College of Cardiology con¬ 
ference in Washington. 

Among the rest, four had 
undergone successful heart 
transplants and 13 were alive 
and awaiting donor hearts 

“We were pleased to see 
how well many of these pa¬ 
tients did," said lead author 
Swaminatlia Guru dev an, a 
cardiologist at Cedars-Sinai 
Heart. Institute, where the 
study was carried out from 
2012 to 2013. 

"Given how sick these pa¬ 
tients were, we expected to 
see higher mortality rates 11 

The deaths m the study 
tended to be among patients 
who were sickest before the 
pro cedure 

Hie artificial heart, used in 
the study was FDA approved 
in 2004 but is not widely 
used 

It requires complex sur¬ 
gery for implantation, for 
which only a few health care 
centers are certified. 

Risks include blood clots, 
bleeding, infections and de- 
vi ce m ai functi ons 

The device attaches to the 
patient's upper heart, cham¬ 


bers and pumps blood 
throu gh its mechanical 
valves. 

The artificial heart is con- 
nectedto a power source out¬ 
side the body that can be 
earned in a backpack. 

If the artificial heart were 


tD be considered for longer- 
term use, more research 
would be needed to create 
easier ways to recharge the 
external battery, or have a 
backup power option to de¬ 
crease the risk of device fail¬ 
ure, researchers said 

Some 50,000 people 
worldwide are candidates for 
heart transplants, though just 
5,000 of these operations take 
place each year

The average age a child is 
diagnosed with autism has 
fallen but remains above age 
4 - though diagnosis is pos¬ 
sible by age 2 Re search sug¬ 
gests tli at the earlier a child 
with autism receives therapy 
the better the chance of lim¬ 
iting their deficits

Digital ventures boost ailing news media, study shows 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - On¬ 
line news ventures have 
added nearly 5,000 US media, 
jobs m the past few years, 
boasting an industry that is 
still reeling from technology 
changes, a study showed 
Wednesday. 

The Pew Research Center's 
"State of the News Media 
2014" report said these digi¬ 
tal ventures are creating a 
more varied set of financial 
models for news, offering 
some hope to the troubled 
sector 

The Pew report said the 
1 arge st numb er o f j ourn all sts 
producing anginal reporting 
are still at newspapers, whose 
woes have deepened -- with 
employment down 6.4 per¬ 
cent m 2012 and more losses 
likely in 2013 when final fig¬ 
ures ere tallied 

And the news business, 
which generates some $60 
billion in annual revenues, 
still relies on advertising far 
nearly 7D percent of its 
money. 

But. the online segment is 
gaining traction and pointing 
to sue cess fill new models, the 
Pew researchers said. 

■ N ew p l ayers are boo sting 
reporting power, technologi¬ 
cal talent and financial re¬ 
sources going into news, 
creating a level of energy not 


felt for a long time," said 
Amy Mitchell, director of 
journalism research for Pew 

Whil e m o st newsp ap ers 
have failed to generate sig¬ 
nificant revenues from their 
digital editions, some online 
news ventures are moving 
away from the ad-based 
model, getting support from 
philanthropists, venture cap¬ 
italists and other methods 
such as conferences and 
events, Pew no ted 

These ventures "are 
spurring different ways to 
think about how to support 
journalism in the digital age," 
said Pew research Mark Ju- 
rkowitz. 

But Pew cautioned that 


"this growing investment in 
digital news does not mean 
the industry has figured out a 
consistent formula far mone¬ 
tizing that news." 

According to Pew; 30 of 
the largest digital-only news 
organizations account for 
nearly 3,ODD jobs, and one 
big area of investment is 
global coverage 
Pew noted that Vice Media 
has 35 overseas bureaus, 
while the Huffingtan Post 
hopes to grow to 15 countries 
from 11 tbs year. 

Other digital ventures grow¬ 
ing overseas coverage in¬ 
clude Buzz Feed and Atlantic 
Media's Quartz Tins comes 
at a time when international 


reporters working for US 
newspapers have declined 24 
percent from 2D03 to 20ID, 
according to Pew 

Pew said the gains at digi¬ 
tal ventures have only mod- 
e stly o ffs et the 1 o ss es in p nut, 
estimated at more than 
16,DOC newsroom jobs at 
newspapers and 33,000 m 
magazines from 2003 to 
2012 . 

But the study said digital 
is showing strong journalistic 
efforts m same cases 

"Many digital outlets are 
working to fill rep oiling gaps 
created by the strain on re¬ 
sources at traditional outlets - 
- from niche topic areas like 
education to international 


coverage to local community 
news to investigative journal¬ 
ism," the report, said 

The researchers said social 
media and mobile platforms 
are also transforming the 
news business They found 
50 percent of social network 
users share or repost news 
stories, images or videos, and 
46 percent discuss news is¬ 
sues or events on social net¬ 
works 

More than one out ten on¬ 
line news consumers have 
submitted their own content - 
- videos, photos, articles or 
opinion pieces -- to news 
websites or blags, the report 
found 

Traditional television lias 
seen mixed results. Pew said 
Its analysis of Nielsen data 
showed fewer Amen cans 
watched cable news m 2013, 
while more tuned into net¬ 
work or local television news 
-- the first increase for local 
TV news in five years. 

Pew found fewer local TV 
stations in 2013 producing 
original news compared with 
2012, a phenomenon driven 
by ownership changes and 
content-sharing deals The 
study found a quarter of the 
352 US television stations 
that air newscasts do not pro¬ 
duce the programs they air

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US blocking sensitive 
exports to Russia 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The United States is quietly 
blocking exports of sensitive 
dual-use materials and tech¬ 
nologies to Russia, an appar¬ 
ent response to its annexation 
of Ukraine's Crimea region 
The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment's Bureau of Industry 
and Security, which oversees 
sensitive exports, especially 
to US rivals, revealed earlier 
tin s week that at. is refusing to 
issue licenses for sales of 
goods. 

A terse statement on its 
website reads 

"Since March 1, 2014, BIS 
has placed a hold an the is¬ 
suance of licenses that would 
authorize the export or reex¬ 
port of items to Russia. BIS 
will continue tins practice 
until further notice." 

The State Department said 
its parallel agency, the Direc¬ 
torate of Defense Trade Con¬ 
trols, has since Monday also 
put a halt on licensing of the 
export of defense-related 
goods and services to Russia. 
"We've been taking steps as 


part of our ongoing resp onse'" 
to Russia's actions in 
Ukraine, said Deputy State 
Department spokeswoman 
Mane Harf. 

"The State Department will 
continue to hold until further 
notice," she added 
The moves came m the 
wake of the White House an¬ 
nouncing sanctions on Russia 
earlier this month, including 
asset freezes and visa bans on 
top officials m the Russian 
government and several ty¬ 
coons close to President 
Vladimir Putin 
The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment action affects a signifi¬ 
cant level of US exports. 

Last year, the BIS ap¬ 
proved nearly $1.5 billion in 
sales to Russia, triple the 
level of the previous year. 

The goods regulated by the 
agency include police and 
military gear and hardware, 
toxic chemicals, explosives 
detonators, various electron¬ 
ics and software, and other 
sensitive equipment and ma¬ 
terials.

The Czech already 
has one title to his credit in 2014, at Rotterdam, and a 
runner-up finish in Dubai where he fell to Swiss great 
Roger Federer in the final. Berdych is seeking a second 
trip to the final at Miami, where he lost to Andy Roddick 
in the title m atch in 2010. 


ASTANA (AFP) - European countries agreed Thursday to 
launch a Nations League tournament in 2018 to run par¬ 
allel to the World Cup and European Championship. The 
tournament could take on immediate importance as it 
will offer four places in the European Championships fi¬ 
nals. The 54 UEFA countries will be divided into divisions 
with promotion and relegation and offer an extra chance 
to qualify for the European Championship. UEFA's Con¬ 
gress in Astana voted unanimously to start the league. 
"This is a big step for national teams in Europe and we 
hope that fans will support the new format," said Wolf¬ 
gang Ntersbach, chairman of the UEFA competition com¬ 
mittee. UEFA president Michel Piatini said countries 
wanted a change from "the friendlies that don't interest 
anyone. 1 ' Though the final details have yet to be agreed, 
the current plan is for four divisions, which will be sub¬ 
divided into four pools of three of four teams. Each coun¬ 
try would play four to six m atches in the first tournament 
between September and N ovem ber 2013 -- soon after the 
World Cup finals in Russia. Thefour pool winners would 
play for the title in early 2019. The poo! winners will get 
places in the European Championship finals. Europe's 
top clubs, always wary of additions to the soccer calen¬ 
dar, gave cautious approval to the new tournament.
